French Statesman Asks 
Aid of Britain to 
Appease Italy. 


OFFERS NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH ITALIAN ENVOY 


Ambassador at Warsaw Is 
Told to Urge Poland to 
Hold Pacific Course. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, Nov. 29.—Aristide Briand, for- 
eign minister of France, again has ex- 
erted his accustomed influence for 
peace by seeking to mitigate the dan- 
gerous tension which has prevailed in 
two troubled sections of the continent 
in recent days. 

In the first place he has ta)*n pains 
to appease the resentment of Italy over 
the signing on November 11 of th® 
Franco-Jugoslavian treaty of amity, 
which was followed on November 22 by 
the signing of a military alliance be- 
tween Italy and Albania, regarded as 
a2 counterstroke to the Franco-Jugo- 
Slavian accord and which further 


Rome. 

To meet this situation, the corre- 
spondent is authoritatively informed, 
M. Briand has decided to invoke the 
assistance of Sir Austin Chamberlain, 
the British foreign secretary, as medi- 
ator between the two Latin countries 
should the course of events necessitate 
such a role.

In the other troubled region, the 
Baltic area, further indication that 
France is bringing every pressure to 
bear on the Polish authorities to re- 
lieve the highly strained relations be- 
tween Poland and Lithuania was given 
today when Dr. Alfred Chlapowski, the 
Polish Ambassador here, conferred with 
M. Briand regarding the situation in 
eastern Europe. 

The Polish Ambassador was informed 
that M Briand ha« asked Jules La- 
roche, the French Ambassador at War- 
saw, to have a new conference with 
Marshal Joseph Pilsudski, the Polish 
prime minister and dictator, urging him 
to steer a pacific course. According to 
unofficial but entirely creditable re- 
ports emanating from the Qual d’Or- 
say, the French government has been 
most anxious over the Polish-Lithunian 
developments.

ski on Sunday in which, it is said, the 
Polish dictator declared that if a sat- 
isfactory solution of the dispute were 
not reached at Geneva Poland in all 
probability would be obliged to “set- 
tle with Lithunia independently.”

Promise of Support. 

This agsertion, interpreted by M. Bri- 
and as a hint at military action, caused 
him obvious worry. Therefore, the 
French foreign minister informed M 
Chlapowski that he had instructed M. 
Laroche further to confer with Marshal 
Pilsudski, stressing France’s hope that 
all might be concluded without fric- 
tion and that the dictator would be as 
moderate as possible. 

M. Briand gave assurances of French 
and British support toward a compro- 
mise settlement of the problem which 
may be reached at the session of the 
council of the League of Nations at 
Geneva.

Believed He Will Explain 
Meaning to National 
Committeemen. 


NEGATIVE ASSERTION 
LOOKED FOR BY SOME 


Butler Said to Be Working for 
Uninstructed Delegations 
From Various States.

The rather definite impression was 
given at the White House yesterday 
that President Coolidge is seriously 
considering the question of whether he 
should amplify his “choose” statement 
for the Republican national committee- 
men when they come here Tuesday. It 
was made known that the President and 
Mrs. Coolidge will receive the commit- 
teemen. 

It does not necessarily follow, it was 
pointed out by observers, that any 
address by the President must have to 
do with his intentions regarding 1928, 
but the manner in which the informa- 
tion regarding the reception and the 
probability of a talk was elicited left 
the impression that this is what the 
President has in mind. Questions sub- 
mitted at the White House by news- 
paper men were certainly with a view 
to getting light, if possible. on the all- 
important question, and it is believed 
their purpose was understood by the 
President. 


Precedents for Reception. 


There is nothing unusual about the 
reception to the committee, it was 
pointed out. Other Presidents have 
received national committees. The Re- 
publican committeemen were received 
four years ago by Mr. Coolidge But 
the fact that he is deliberating as to 
whether he should address them at a 
time when there is so much public 
discussion as to whether he would 
amplify his statement for the commit- 
teemen left little doubt that this Is 
what he has in mind. There seemed 
to be some significancé, too, in the 
White House statement that if the ad- 
dress took place it would be in the 
East Room.

‘Gen. Harbord’ Wounded, 
‘Col. Lindbergh’ Missing 


Crack Army Pigeon, With Message for Mrs. Coolidge, 
Arrives at Fort Monmouth, N. J., With 
Blood on Feathers. 


“Gen. Harbord,” wounded Army 
pigeon, was dying, like a soldier, at the 
signal corps loft, Fort. Monmouth, N. J., 
last night, having done his duty, bring- 
ing a message to the wife of President 
Coolidge from the American Women’s 
Association of New York. 

The stray shot of a careless hunter 
got him, it is thought, as it is believed 
to have done for his comrade on the 
mission, “Col. Lindbergh,” crack Army 
pigeon, but “Gen. Harbord” came 
through, although desperately wound- 
ed, and carried out his mission at the 
probable cost of his life. 

The signal corps detailed “Gen. Har- 
bord” and “Col. Lindbergh” to the 
American Women’s Association, with 
headquarters in New York City, for the 
purpose of carrying Christmas greet- 
ings to Mrs. Coolidge. It was arranged 
that the birds fly from New York to 
Fort Monmouth, N. J., where the mes- 
sage was to be relayed to her. 

Lieut. Frank W. Bullock, signal corps, 
carried the pigeons to New York Mon- 
day, and they were released at 11:20 
o’clock that morning from the roof of 
the Ovington Building on Fifth avenue. 
They failed to arrive at Fort Monmouth, 
although they were expected there by 
1 o’clock that day.

DRESS ON MURDER 
BAY BLOOD-SPECKED 


Might Have Been Due to 
Mosquito Bites, Her 
Counsel Insists. 


FACE OF SLAIN MAN 
UNMARKED BY FRIGHT 


Doctors, to Disprove Story of 
Widow, Say He Was 
Shot Unexpectedly. 


Mays Landing, N. J., Nov. 29 (A.P.) 
The Jersey mosquito, famed for its sti- 
letto stinger, was driven into the legal 
lists today in defense of the innocence 
of Mrs. Margaret Lilliendahl, charged 
with Willis Beach with the murder of 
her aged husband, Dr. A. William Lil- 
liendahl. 

Most of today’s afternoon session of 
the murder trial was taken up with a 
long technical description of the way 
in which a chemist had determined 
that tiny stains on the clothing Mrs. 
Lilliendahl wore the day of the killing 
were human blood. 

Most of the stains, the chemist said, 
were no larger than fly specks and 
the largest was a quarter of an inch 
across. ; 

When the testimony was completed, 
Robert H. McCarter, chief counse] for 
the widow, rose and. faced the witness, 
Dr. Louis H. Meyers, of Atlantic City. 

“Did you ever yourself,” ke thun- 
dered. “have blood stains on your 
stockings from mosquito bites?” 

“No,” the witness replied. 


Laughter Greets Retort, 


“And you live in Atlantic City?” Mc- 
Carter sneered, and the courtroom crowd 
broke into laughter. 

McCarter made Dr. Meyers, who qual- 
ified as an expert over strenuous de- 
fense objection, relate in detail just 
how stains are proved to be human 
blood. The witness had testified that 
he had found such stains on Mrs. Lil- 
liendahl’s dress, her belt, her stockings. 
her pocketbook and three of five $5 bills 
that were in the pocketbook. 

He said that the stains were dissolved 
in water, mixed with chemicals and 
drops of the solution placed on filter 
paper. 

“When a blue ring appeared on the 
paper,” he said, ‘“‘we knew that the so- 
lution contained blood.” 

“But no human blood?” he was asked. 

“Not necessarily,” he replied. “Any 
kind of blood would have brought out 
the blue ring. To find if the blood 
were human, we mixed some of our 5s0- 
lution with antihuman serum taken 
from the veins of a rabbit. That mix- 
ture we placed in a test’ tube which 
was put in an incubator at a main-\ 
tained heat of 98 degrees for three 
hours. At the end of that time we ex- 
amined the test tube and found a white 
substance at the bottom.” 


Showed Human Blood. 


“And what did that prove?” 

“That showed beyond question,” the 
chemist said, “that the stains on Mrs. 
Lilliendahl’s garments and other be- 
longings were made by human blood.” 

It was then that McCarter brought 
the mosquitoes into his argument. 

Nineteen witnesses went through the 
legal hopper today, the second day of 
the trial, bringing the total to 29 of 
the 100 the State expects to call. 

Dead men tell no tales, but their 
rigid faces are veritable diagrams of the 
manner in which they died, two doctors 
testified today.

Court Told She Is Authority 
for Attack on Curry, For- 
mer U. S. Attorney. 


PRISONER IS CALLED MAD

Cincinnati, Ohio, Nov. 29.—These 
points stood out today in the court 
battle of George Remus to save him- 
self from the electric chair for the mur- 
der of his wife, Imogene: 

Judge Chester R. Shook warned 
Prosecutor Charles P. Taft 2d and his 
forces that they must prepare to back 
up implications that Allen Curry, of 
St. Louis, for four years United States 
district attorney for the Eastern dis- 
trict of Missouri, a defense witness, was 
“forced to resign through charges of 
malfeassance in office and because he 
became involved in a white slave case.” 

Both Attorney Curry and former Ben- 
ton S. Oppenheimer, of Cincinnati, law 
partner of the late Judson Harmon, 
governor of Ohio, testified they were 
certain Remus was insane for a period 
before he shot his wife in Eden Park 
on the morning of October 6, when 
she was going to court for the trial of 
her divorce case against him. Oppen- 
heimer described to the jury how 
Remus suddenly went “raving mad” 
when he went to his beautiful home 
and found it stripped of all his belong- 
ings. 

William Mueller, stolid 60-year-old 
caretaker at the mansion on Price Hill, 
narrated to the jury how Mrs. Remus 
and Franklin L. Dodge, jr., the dry 
sleuth who had sent Remus to At- 
lanta Federal prison, were at the Remus 
home together; how they boasted they 
would have Remus deported, “send him 
back to Germany with his little bundle, 
just like he came;” how they moved 
out the furniture, clothing, books and 
objects of art, then nailed its 30 to 40 
doors tight with big spikes. 

Remus charged that an indictment 
for perjury returned by the grand jury

Bingham admitted striking Wende, 
the detectives said, but declared he had 
used only his fists. He told the de- 
tectives, they said, that he went to 
Wende’s apartment Sunday afternoon 
and joined the party. Several drinks 
were served, he said, and he left the 
apartment about 2 o’clock in the after 
noon. 

He returned about 5 o’clock with a 
friend, Bingham told the detectives. 
He had several more drinks and went 
to sleep in a chair. When he awakened, 
he said, he found he was alone in the 
apartment with Wende and his friend. 
He became involved in an argument 
with Wende, Bingham told the detec- 
tives, and they began to fight. Wende 
fell across the bed after he had been 
hit several times but did not appear to 
be seriously hurt, Bingham said. He left 
with his friend, Bingham said, and 
thought no more of the affair. 

Wende has steadfastly refused to tell 
the police any of the details concerning 
the fight. He admitted he had given a 
party in his apartment, but declared 
he could not remember how he was in- 
jured, police said.

Unless a miracle happens, the Senate s 
is going to bar the door next week te 
both Senators-elect William S. Vare, of 
Pennsylvania, and Frank L. Smith, of 
Illinois. They are to be refused the 
oath and the ultimate determination ~ 
of each case will follow reports by the 
committee on privileges and elections, 

Opposition to the plan of barring 
Smith and Vare at the Senate threshe 
old, which had assumed considerable 
proportions during the summer, hag 
dwindled in the face of the determined 
efforts of Senator Reed, of Missourl, 
and Senator Norris, insurgent Republi-e 
can of Nebraska. The prospect of @ 
senatorial battle on behalf of the two 
senators-elect and with Reed and Nore 
ris leading the opposition appears far 
from inviting to those who would 
make a constitutional issue of the 
Smith and Vare cases. The added fact 
that this is to be a politically flavored 
session makes senators hesitate about 
following a course which might bring 
embarrassment back home on the eve 
of next year’s elections. 

A canvass of the probable vote on 
keeping Smith and Vare out, at least 
for the present, indicates that there 
may be between 30 and 40 votes cast 
against the Reed-Norris plan, barring 
the unexpected. When the roll is 
called Smith and Vare will be come- 
pelled to stand aside and thereafter 
the vote will be taken on referring 
their credentials to the committee on 
privileges and elections. It will be 
two or three months before this come- 
mittee reports. 


Republicans Will Organize. 


The committee on privileges and 
elections dealt with the case of Smith 
at the last sessions, but that was on the 
basis of the governor’s appointment, 
Smith’s counsel demanded that be be 
first seated and that the case be there- 
after taken up on its merita. This 
course the committee declined to fol- 
low on the ground that the resolution 
under which the committee was acting 
called for an examination as to Smith’s 
right to take the oath and his right 
to retain his seat. 

It is not the purpose of the Demoe«- 
crats to profit by the absence of Smith 
and Vare and attempt to organize the 
Senate, though this course could be 
followed if the Democrats so desired, 
as there will be 47 Democratic senatorg 
against 46 Republicans and one Farms 
Laborite. 

Senator-elect Vare has reached Wash« 
ington and yesterday gave out a state« 
ment expressing confidence that he 
would be seated. Coincidently, Gifford 
Pinchot, former governor of Pennsyl« 
vania, made public an open letter te 
the Republican national committees 
asking the members of that committee 
to use their influence to prevent thé 
seating of Vare and Smith. 

Vare Claims His Seat. 

Vare, in his statement, said: 

“I come to Washington with the abe 
solute expectation of taking the seat 
in the Senate to which the people of 
the State of Pennsylvania elected me. 

“The right of a State to representaa 
tion is fundamental. Our whole na« 
tional life began on this issue. I have 
never been able to picture the United 
States Senate invading that right bé- 
cause of political expediency, nor do I 
now anticipate such procedure. 

“My confidence, therefore, is natural, 
1 welcome the minutest scrutiny of the 
primary and the election in Pennsyl« 
vania, because such scrutiny will de« 
termine beyond question the legality 
and the propriety of every expenditure 
made by the campaign committee. We 
followed the letter of the general elece 
tion law even in the primaries, where 
it does not legally apply, and we fole 
lowed the spirit of it in both came 
paigns. My personal expenditures to 
the Vare-Beidleman-James-Woodward 
campaign went entirely for .etters 
direct to the voters. Our total fund, 
which was less than one-fourth the 
amount expended by the three com- 
peting tickets in the primary was not 
used solely or princip.iJy in the suce 
cessful effort to secure my nomination 
to the Senate. It covered several thoue 
sand candidacies, including those for 
governor, lieutenant governor, secretary 
of internal affairs, 36 members of Con- 
gress, 25 members of the State Senate 
and 208 members of the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives. It would be 
just as fair to say that any one of these 
men used all this money as to say that 
all of it was used in my behalf.

At the trial Everhart 
refused to testify on the grounds that 
to do so might incriminate him. 


Sinclair and Day Served. 


Sinclair and Henry Mason Day, pres- 
ident of the Sinclair Exploration Co., 
were served with contempt citations in 
New York yesterday. Sheldon Clark, W 
J. Burns, internationally known detec- 
tive; his son, W. S. Herman, and C. L. 
Veitsch, Burns’ Baltimore manager, 
were served Monday. 

The citations require the men to

TURKISH AMBASSADOR 
HERE TO BACK TREATY 


Ahmed Moukhtar Bey Says 
He Seeks Ratification of 
Lausanne Pact. 


TO PRESENT CREDENTIALS 


Ahmed Moukhtar Bey, the new Purk- 
ish Ambassador, in his first interview 
with newspaper men in the Capital, yes- 
terday declared that his principal pur- 
pose in this country will be to seek rati- 
fication of the Lausanne .reaty between 
his country and the United States. This 
treaty, he pointed out, will reestablish 
treaty relations between the two coun- 
tries for the first time since 1917. 

The diplomat also took occasion to 
deny statements attributed to James W 
Gerard, former United States Ambassa- 
dor to Germany, to the effect that he 
was responsible for the death of 30,000 
Armenians, “massacred” when he was 
Turkish minister of foreign affairs. He 
said that those who accused him of this 
had apparently confounded the victims 
of a war with the victims of a massacre. 
The strong guard that met the am- 
bassador and his party upon arrival at 
the Union Station early yesterday morn- 
ing had completely vanished by late 
afternoon. 

Apparently unperturbed by assassli- 
nation rumors, the ambassador roamed 
through Wardman Park “iotel through- 
out the day, unguarded, and was pre- 
paring for a long stay. The assassina- 
tion rumors followed in the wake of 
the accusation made by Mr. Gerard, 
which placed the responsibility for the 
massacre of 30,000 Christian Armenians 
in 1920 upon the newly arrived diplo- 
mat. , 

The ambassador arose shortly after 
10 o’clock in the morning, and immedi- 
ately upon dressing was beseiged by 
newspaper men. A little later he posed 
for photographers and later in the 
afternoon a new squad of photog- 
raphers arrived and he received them. 
The scene of some of his poses was 
the tennis courts in the rear of the 
hotel and no guard was about to ac- 
company him there. 

Hotel officials declared that as far 
as they knew there were no Federal 
agents assigned to vatch over the 
safety of the party. The hotel de- 
tectives have been ordered to see that 
the ambassador and his party, which 
includes two secretaries, and counselor 
and his wife, are not molested. 

That the ambassador is preparing 
for a lengthy stay was evidenced by 
his inspection of other suites at the 
hotel during the’ afternoon. He will 
establish his new embassy headquarters 
in one of the suites. , 

Today the ambassador is expected to 
present his credentials to Secretary of 
State Kellogg and President Coolidge

Board of Morals It Is Better 
Than Enforcement Efforts. 


VIGILANCE ADVISED 
BY BISHOP M’DOWELL 


Chairman of Meeting Says 
Every Generation Must 
Be Educated. 


Temperance and prohibition educa- 
tion is much more subtle and more 
effective than the efforts of law enforce- 
ment officials, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Seymour Lowman, in 
charge of prohibition, told the Board 
of Temperance, Prohibition, and Public 
Morals of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at their annual meeting, open- 
ed here yesterday. 

Both Secretary Lowman and Com- 
missioner of Prohibition James M. 
Doran declared at the meeting that pro- 
hibition enforcement is making forward 
strides, and stressed renewed temper- 
ance education as a requisite of further 
progress. 

Bishop William Fraser McDowell, of 
Washington, who presided at the meet- 
ing, declared the people who were edu- 
cated upon the evils of intemperance 
and the liquor traffic, and who obtained 
the enactment of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, have too largely forgotten that a 
new generation has risen which has 
been without the education of the years 
preceding the adoption of the amend- 
ment. 


Eternal Vigilance Urged. 


“Prohibition is like every other good 
thing—eternal vigilance is the price we 
must pay for retaining it,” Bishop Mc- 
Dowell declared. “The educational 
process is an everlasting one. Every 
generation has to be educated—on war 
on temperance, on every phase of moral 
life. So, while we do not abate one 
jot or tittle from our determination 
that the Constitution shall be observed, 
we do give ourselves in a new way for 
the large program of education in tem- 
perance, prohibition and public morals. 
and we shall win in this campaign.” 

Mr. Lowman praised the work of the 
Coast Guard in trying to keep smuggled 
liquor out of the country, and said 
that while it is difficult to prevent all 
smuggling, conditions are better now 
than a year ago. 

“Enforcement is in a better condi- 
tion now than heretofore,” he stated. 
“I am very optimistic regarding suc- 
cessful results.” 


Convictions Increased. 


The percentages of convictions, of au- 
tomobile confiscations and fines show 
a marked increase for the last four 
months, compared with the correspond- 
ing period of last year, Commissioner 
Doran declared. 

“The law is gaining,” he said “Al- 
ing beyond any question of doubt.” 

He told the board that the Treasury 
Department is raising the standard oi 
employment. and eliminating the weak 
lings in the chain of enforcement of- 
ficials. The work of the Bureau ol 
Prohibition is proceeding in a way that 
shows substantial progress, he said 

4 resolution was adopted by the board 
calling for substantially increased pen- 
alties for violation of the prohibition 
law, which it declared to be now “clear- 
ly inadequate.” It urged that vio- 
lations of the law in respect to the 
manufacture, sale, transportation, ex- 
portation and importation of intoxicat- 
ing liquors be regarded as felonies, sub- 
ject to heavy penaltise. 


_ Lowman Commended. 


In a formal resolution it expressed 
its high appreciation of the aggressive 
spirit now being manifested by the 
Government in the enforcement of pro- 
hibitory measures and congratulated 
the people of the United States upon 
the appointment of Seymour Lowman 
and Dr. J. M. Doran as the executive 
heads of prohibition enforcement. 

Protest was formally recorded by the 
board to what it termed the systematic 
and conscienceless misrepresentation of 
the prohibition law and the vigorous 
opposition to every cause of moral re- 
form in a large section of the press. 
The resolution declared the time has 
come when the board should solicit 
from the newspapers of the country 
definite pledges.to support the prohi- 
bition law, or, at least, pledges to do 
nothing causing ridicule of it. 


Alumni’s Sins Declared 
Laid to College Students 


The college student of today is not 
half so bad as he has been pictured 
but is blamed for a lot of “sins com- 
mitted by ‘old grads’” at important 
football games and homecoming college 
events participated in by alumni, field 
secretaries of the Intercollegiate Pro- 
hibition Association reported yesterday 
at the annual meecing of the organiza- 
tion in the Hotel Driscoll. 

Five field secretaries have visited 303 
American colleges and universities in 
the last year. They reported yesterday 
they found “a very large group of stu- 
dents had not made up their minds 
about prohibition.” A preponderance 
of the students interviewed, however, 
the secretaries reported, were in favor of 
continued prohibition.

H. W. SAVAGE DEAD; 
FAMOUS IN THEATER 


Was First to Produce Grand 
Opera in English; Other 
Successes on Stage. 


Boston,: Nov 29 (A.P.).—Henry W. 
Savage, the first producer in this coun- 
try to present grand opera in English, 
died at the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital today. His most notable produc- 
tion of opera was Wagner's “Parsifal.” 

Mr. Savage was equally successful in 
his production of light opera, musical 
comedy and drama. Among the notable 
musical pieces which he staged were 
“The Merry Widow,” first of a long 
series of Vienese operettas which found 
popularity in this country; “The Prince 
of Pilsen,” and other musical comedies 
by Pixley and Luders.

Born in New Durham, N. H., on 
March 21, 1859, Savage was graduated 
from Harvard in 1880. For the last 
two years he had been inactive in the 
theatrical field. He spent much of his 
time in later years at his estate, “Two 
Rivers,’ in Jensen, Fla.

COACHES GET NEW ROUTE 


The Washington Rapid Transit Co. 
yesterday joined with the Capital 
Traction Co. in trying to have angle 
parking abolished in Thirteenth street 
northwest between E and H streets, to 
relieve traffic congestion and make the 
thoroughfore more passable for buses. 

Monday the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion received a written complaint of 
the condition from the Capital Trac- 
tion Co. Yesterday it received a simi- 
lar letter from President E. D. Merrill, 
of the bus company. Merrill said in his 
communication: 

“There is considerable difficulty in 
getting through this territory due to 
parking of automobiles at an angle so 


that they are required to back out of 
the parking space, thereby requiring 
traffic to come te a stop while the 
automobile is being backed out. 

“The delay and confusion is aug- 
mented by double parking of delivery 
trucks or private cars behi:d the line 
of vehicles next to the curb. It is: y 
understanding that the traffic depart- 
ment is in accord with he suggestion 
that angle parking along this street 
should be abolished and that parking 
poo be permitted only parallel to the 
cunp.” 

The commission yesterday granted 
permission for the Fairfax bus line of 
the Alexandria & Suburban Motor Ve- 
hicle Co., operated by Leon Arnold, to 
pass through an area of congested 
traffic instead of going around in back 
of the White House. 

Heretofore the buses, after crossing 
Key Bridge, have proceeded through M 
street and Pennsylvania avenue to 
Twenty-first street, where they have 
turned south and used Virginia avenue 
and B street to reach their terminal 
at Pennsylvania avenue and Twelfth 
street. 

The new route, applied for by Arnold 
and opposed by the Capital Traction 
Co., is in K street to Thirteenth street, 
with near-side stops at the following 
intersections: 

K street at Washington Circle, Con- 
necticut avenue and Fifteenth street, 
Thirteenth and F streets, Twelfth street 
and New York avenue.

Arms Conference May Be De- 
ferred by Europe’s Feel- 
ine of Nervousness. . 


Geneva, Switzerland, Nov. 29 (A.P.). 
Onaggression pacts between the na- 
ons, including Russia, as the surest 
eans of increasing international se- 
fity and improving the chances of 
luccess of disarmament efforts, will, it 
yreported in league circles tonight, 
proposed by the Soviet delegation, 
axim Litvinoff and his Soviet col- 
®azues. however, declined to reveal 
heir line of action at the meeting of 
he preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion, which opens at 11 o'clock tomor- 
ow morning. 


The most reliable information is that 
he American delegation probably will 
decline to be represented on the special 
‘committee for the study of security. 
the appointment of which is the main 
question on the agenda Both the 
United States and Russia, as nonmem- 
bers of the league, have been invited 
to sit on this committee. 

As both Russia and Germany will 
insist on a general discussion of dis- 
armament, with Germany advocating 
an early conference based on existing 
security, some opposition will doubt- 
less develop to any plan which France 
and her friends may have to thrust the 
disarmament conference temporarily 
Gside until security has been notably 
strengthened 


Poland Question Looms. 


France and some other nations point 
to the text of the resolutions adopted 
by the last assembly as justifying em- 
Phasis on security. Their spokesmen 
recall that the assembly authorized a 
special committee to consider measures 
Capable of giving all the states guaran- 
teed arbitration and security necessary 
to enable them to fix the level of their 
armaments at the lowest possible figure 
when the disarmament conference is 
actually convoked to study the pro- 
motion of collective agreements on arbi- 
tration and, generally speaking, to 
tighten up’ the league covenant so that 
it will operate swiftly and effectively 

The chances are that Russian and 

German insistence on probing the dis- 
armament problem will make the dis- 
armament meeting overlap the session 
of the league council, beginning Mon- 
day, to which, it was officially an- 
nounced tonight, Marshal Pilsudski will 
come to defend Poland against Lithu- 
anian charges of interference in Lithu- 
anian affairs. : 
- This crisis shares, popular interest 
With speculation as to whether Maxim 
Litvinoff and Sir Austen Chamberlain 
will. meet together to discuss the re- 
Sumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Russia and Great Btitain. While 
the Russians do not reject such an 
eventuality. one Muscovite coolly re- 
marked that as the Russians had been 
kicked out by the Britons, it was for 
Great Britain to make the first move 
for reconciliation. 

The general impression tonight is 
that the nervousness existing in several 
regions of Europe, especially the Baltic, 
owing to the Polish-Lithuanian dispute. 
and in southwestern Europe because of 
rivalry over Albania, will have the effect 
of postponing the disarmament con- 
ference until international peace is 
guaranteed by additional pacts of non- 
aggression, which the Russians are ex- 
pected to propose. 

The American delegation apparently 

‘fs ready to continue the disarmament 
negotiations, provided they are allowed 
time to bring the necessary army and 
mavy experts from Washington.

AMERICANS WILL RENEW 
ANCIENT LIFE IN EGYPT 


Rosecrucian Order Plans to 
Take 5,000 to Nile; Will 
Wear Olden Garb. 


MODERN THINGS TABOO 


San Francisco, Nov. 29 (A.P.).—Five 
thousand American men, women and 
children plan to move to an ancient 


_Egyptian city by the Nile and prove 


they can live there. harmoniously and 
progressively without benefit. of mod- 
ern conveniences. This was the an- 
nouncement made today by Dr, H. 
Spencer Lewis, national president of 
the Rosecrucian order, a philosophical 
cult. Dr. Lewis declared plans were 
being made to have the expedition sail 
late next year. 

The city of Tel-El-Amarna, sun city 
of Amenhotep the Fourth, claimed as 
their founder by the Rosecrucian order, 
is the site picked for the experiment, Dr. 
Lewis said. The expedition will contain 
an approximate even number of men 
and women, all carefully selected for 
their physical fitness and devotion to 
the principles of the teachings under 
which they are to live. 

The colony will abandon modern dress 
for costume of the ancient Egyptians 
and’ will forsake modern implements 
for the tools of 1300 B C.. They are to 
live according to the principles pro- 
pounded by Amenhotep in an effort to 
demonstrate that these. laws have not 
lost their value for the human race. 
Particular efforts will be made to en- 
courage use of the international lan- 
guage known as Ilo, which, Dr. Lewis 
said; has been approved by the Rose- 
crucian order, The arrival of Dr. Lewis 
in San Francisco is connected with re- 
moval of the national headquarters of 
the Rosecrucians from San Francisco 
to San Jose. ?

DEFENSE ATTORNEYS 


Assert They Must Have New 
~ Facts to Present in Ask- 
ing Clemency. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 29 ‘(A.P.).—Mrs. 
Ruth Brown Snyder, slayer of her artist 
husband, today met her second defeat 
within.a week in her fight to escape 
the electric chair. After a conference 
of Gov. Smith, Warden Lawes, of Sing 
Sing Prison, and Dr. Raymond F. C. 
Kieb, State commissioner of correction, 
it was announced by Dr. Kieb that Dr. 
C. A. Neymann, a Chicago alienist, 
would not be admitted to the death 
house at Sing Sing to test Mrs. Snyder’s 
mental condition. 

Dr. Kieb said it was the belief of 
the conferees that there was no reason 
why Dr. Neymann, who is not licensed 
to practice medicine in New York State, 
should be allowed to visit the death 
house, and that, furthermore, the State 
placed about its wards in prison every 
reasonable safeguard that they would 
not be injured. He explained that Mrs. 
Snyder, like every other prisoner con- 
fined in the death house, had been un- 
der observation by three competent 
psychiatrists from the day of her ad- 
mission, and that exhaustive examina- 
tion of her mental condition would be 
made soon, probably next week. 


Called Psychopathic Case. 


Edgar F. Hazelton, of Mrs. Snyder's 
legal staff, said he believed that Dr. 
Kieb did not quite understand the pur- 
pose of the Snyder defense counsel in 
requesting that Dr. Neymann be .per- 
mitted to see the condemned woman. 
The attorneys for the defense, he said, 
never had claimed that Mrs. Snyder 
was insane, but that she was a psycho- 
pathic case and suffered from a neu- 
rosis. The courts, he said, have settled 
the question of Mrs. Snyder’s. guilt. 

When he appears before Gov. Smith 
to urge executive clemency, he ex- 
plained, he must be able to present 
some new facts to the governor that 
have not been passed upon by the 
courts, and for that reason he wanted 
to be able to show that Mrs. Snyder’s 
case was psy-hopathic. 

In a prepared statement, 
said: 

“The law of this State says 2 person 
‘is legally sane when he knows the na- 
ture and quality of his act and is able 
to distinguish between right and 
wrong. This is as far as the law goes 
at this time. It does not take into ac- 
count those who may be mentally ill 
but still fail to come into our defini- 
tion of legal insanity. 


Hazleton 


May Appeal to Courts. 


“We want to ascertain whether or 
not any condition existing upon the 
part of Ruth Snyder and over which 
she had no control caused her to do the 
act of which she Las been found guilty.” 

Hazleton said that in the event he 
was not able to obtain permission from 
Dr. Kieb for Dr. Neymann to examine 
Mrs Snyder, he would apply to the su- 
preme court for an order permitting the 
visit. 

Asked whether he would oppose the 
granting by the supreme court of such 
an order, Dr. Kieb said he would “state 
the facts.” 

The case of Henry Judd Gray, of East 
Orange, N. J., Mrs. Snyder’s admirer. 
who also is awaiting -ecution, was not 
touched upon at today’s conferences.

sociates,” because “they know said 
Chumbley to be a witness dangerous to 
the prosecution.” Chumbley was in- 
dicted in connection with a deposition 
he had made for Remus in the divorce 
proceedings that Remus ended by kill- 
ing his wife. 

Remus is pleading that he was insane 
when he shot his wife. He charges that 
the conduct of his slain wife and Dodge 
during the time he was incarcerated in 
Atlanta prison for violations of the pro- 
hibition law, and after he got out, were 
such that they drove him out of his 
mind. He is trying to prove they not 
only were guilty of misconduct, but 
that they conspired to rob him of his 
every possession and then to have him 
deported. 

The indirect charge that former Dis- 
trict Attorney Curry had to resign his 
office because of malfeasance charges 
and on account of being involved in a 
white slave case was made by Assistant 
Prosecutor Carl Basler when he tried to 
impeach the witness on cross-examina- 
tion. It created a sensation. The wit- 
ness shouted, “No, it is not a fact.” At- 
torney Charles H, Elston, associated 
with Remus in his defense, leaped to 
this feet with objections. 

“You are openly, brazenly and infa- 
mously violating all the ethics of the 
legal profession,” Elston cried loudly. 
“You know it, or you should ‘now it.” 

Basler addressed himself to the court. 

“Your honor,” he said, “the State 
does -not make such implications 
lightly. We know what we are talking 
about and we will prove it.” 

The Court—Mr. Basler, have you in- 
formation on which to base that ques- 
tion? 

Mr Basler—yYes, sir, your honor; we 
have. 

Mr. Elston—Who’d it come from— 
Franklin L. Dodge?

This means that M. Briand is placing 
all his cards on the table in London as 
far as France’s treaty of amity with 
Jugoslavia is concerned and is relying 
on Great Britain as an apostle of peace 
to aid in dissipating the growing mis- 
trust and bad humor of the Italian 
leaders over the treaty, which was held 
up for 18 months to allow Rome time to 
cement a similar pact with Belgrade, 
which never eventuated. — 

This move by M. Briand may be con- 
strued as a tacit admission that he 
realizes that Balkan jealousies are a 
menace to peace and should be nipped 
as soon as possible. It is recognized 
that when the first Tirana treaty caused 
strained relations between France and 
Italy last spring Great Britain was the 
only power that could influence Rome 
toward more tolerant views. Not until 
now, however, has such a definite step 
been taken as that attempted by M. 
Briand when he informed Sir Austen 
that France was quite willing to dis- 
cuss the situation with Italy and would 
be glad of the expert and intermediary 
assistance of the British foreign secre- 
tary. 

M. de Fleuriau probably already has 
supplied Sir Austen with dates and all 


other details of the Franco-Jugoslavia 
negotiations by which Sir Austen will 
be completely au courant as to the 
Franco-Jugoslavia attitude and position 
in the Balkans. The fact that this has 
been done just before the two ministers 
go to Geneva gives Sir Austen an op- 
portunity to act freely as events dictate 
in case the Italians register discontent 
over the Paris-Belgrade accord. It 
certainly ought to provide an impetus 
for chances of a better Franco-Italian 
understanding. 


Not Officially Announced. 


M. Briand’s action has not been offi- 
cially announced in Paris, but these 
details of his move have been given to 
the correspondent by a high govern- 
ment personage. It also is learned that 
M. Briand plans to seize the occasion 
of the discussion of the foreign office 
budget in the chamber of deputies on 
Thursday or Friday to deliver a long 
address explaining the foreign situa- 
tion. 

Some Socialist deputies have been de- 
manding the ratification by parliament 
of the Jugoslavia treaty, although this 
is not customary with such treaties. 
This, however, will not be granted. M. 
Briand will accept the confidence 
shown in his address as sufficient ap- 
proval and probably will sign the rati- 
fication clauses with Belgrade soon 


M. Briand informed a session of the 
council of ministers yesterday that the 
series of France’s treaties of amity might 
be extended to Greece and Holland. If 
a similar pact be signed with Holland, 
it will be of particular interest, since 
Holland would be the first nation which 
was not among the allies during the 
war to reach such an agreement with 
France. 


Armament View Upheld. 


At the council of ministers M. Briand 
asked for instructions as to France's 
policy on disarmament, broaching his 
opinion that France should agree to 
disarmament only in so far.as her na- 
tional security was guaranteed. This 
is the position the French have main- 
tained all along, and M, Briand’s view 
was unanimously approved. 

This only confirms the certainty of a 
clash at Geneva in the sessions of the 
league’s preparatory commission for a 
disarmament conference, which recon- 
venes tomorrow, the French view being 
entirely opposed to the Soviet Russian 
and German demands for complete dis- 
armament aside from the security ques- 
tion. M. Briand accordingly will go to 
Geneva prepared for strenuous sessions.

Sir Austen Chamberlain 


And Italy’s Envoy Clash 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
London, Nov. 29.—A furious row oc- 
curred between Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
the British foreign secretary, and the 
Italian Ambassador to London yester- 


day, when the latter called at the for- 
eign office, having been summoned by 
Sir Austen, to discuss the Italo-French- 
Jugoslav-Albania situation. 

Sir Austen told the Italian plainly 
that Italy is at fault in not including 
the Jugoslavs in the Albanian pact, as 
he suggested last week. Thus instead 
of two groups of enemies there would 
be created one group of the Balkan 
states united by a common treaty. 
Premier Mussolini, however, turned 
down the suggestion almost derisively, 
and Sir Austen has told the Italian that 
if things become worse in the Balkans 
as a result of this action Great Britain 
will wash its hands of the whole matter. 
This, in effect, means that Sir Austen 
warned Italy he would leave it to deal 
with the French alone in event the lat- 
ter decided on war. Just what caused 
Sir Austen to change from his pro- 
Italian attitude is not clear, but it Is 
supposed to be the dangerous situation 
in the Baltic, which necessitates com- 
mon English, French and German 
action.

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Sir Esme Howard Replies to 
Letter of Criticism Printed 
in The Post. 


DENIES HE SUGGESTED 
ALLIANCE OF COUNTRIES 


Declares Proposal of Friend- 
ship Was Made to Promote 
Peace of World. . 


In a letter to the editor of The Wash- 
ington Post, Sir Esme Howard, British 
Ambassador, yesterday replied to the 
letter from J. P. Miller, printed Sunday, 
in which Mr. Miller discussed the speech 
recently made in Boston by the diplo- 
mat. Sir Esme finds that many of the 
“fears” expressed by Mr. Miller in his 
letter are groundless, and proceeds to 


|} expand further on the remarks made by 


him in his address. 

Sir Esme’s letter follows: 

“To the Editor of The Post—®ir: 
There are few more detestable habits 
for a diplomatist than that of engaging 
in controversy in the public press, es- 
pecially in his own defense, but I feel 
that the letter of Mr. J, P. Miller ‘an- 


alyzing’ my Mayflower dinner speech at 
Boston calls for some reply. I appre- 
clate fully the courteous tone of Mr. 
Miller’s letter and hope he will not 
think me rude if I say in jest that it is 
one of the best specimens that I have 
ever come across of the art of what the 
French call ‘chercher midi a quatorze 
heures’ which I might translate by 
‘looking for a black hat in a dark room 
when you know there is no hat there.’ 


Reason Give for Friendship. 


“Mr. Miller quotes me quite rightly 
as saying that my reason for desiring 
friendship and good understanding be- 
tween our two countries is because l 
believe that the peace of the worid 
largely depends upon that understand- 
ing. He then goes on to ask whether 
it means that if the ties between the 
two countries are not more closely knit- 
ted there will be danger of war between 
Great Britain and the United States or 
whether it was a suggestion that only 
through an alliance between these two 
powerful nations can other nations of 
the world be kept sufficiently in sub- 
jection to compel peace. 

“Now I said nothing about ‘ties’ be- 
tween the two countries and I am not 
aware that there are any definite or 
legal ties which could be more closely 
knitted, and I certainly did not men- 
tion the word ‘alliance.’ As regards 
this I can only say that I believe that 
any alliance between the United States 
and Great Britain, even if possible, 
which it is not, would be highly inop- 
portune from the British point of view 
because it would tend to create an im- 
pression in the rest of the world that 
the Anglo-Saxon powers were trying to 
dominate the world and produce re- 
actions which could not fail to be in- 
jurious to Great Britain. 


Misquoted, Says Envoy. 


“Mr. Miller goes on to say that my 
phrase contains a veiled threat and 
that I ‘assumed that those Americans 
who do not at once accept the British 
interpretation of “friendly understand- 
ing” are undermining friendly rela- 
tions,’ and accused these American of 
‘actively promoting a state of things 
which «will make permanent peace far 
more difficult to realize’ and bring 
nearer the possibility of a world war. 
Here again Mr. Miller puts into my 
mouth words which I did not use. I 
accused indeed all those—Englishmen 
quite as much as Americans—who seek 
to undermine friendly relations be- 
tween our two countries, of making 
world peace more difficult; whether 
they think and speak of Uncle Sam as 
Uncle Shylock, or John Bull as a hypo- 
crite and a bully, it is all the same. 
They are laying a powder mine, not 
knowing when it may explode. 

“He then asks, can it be that there 
is no way to avert this disaster except 
that of accepting such an understand- 
ing of the relations between Great 
Britain and the United States as will 
conform to the wishes and advance the 
interests of Great Britain? 

“May I point out that up to this 
point Mr. Miller has put his interpreta- 
tion of the words ‘friendly understand- 
ing’ into my mouth and then proceed- 
ed after the manner of many contro- 
versialists to belabor me for what he 
assumed to be my meaning. 


Agrees With Writer. 


“But in the end he gives his own 
interpretation of the word ‘understand- 
ing’ and I am glad to say that I am 
entirely in accord with it from A to 
Z and can tell him that it is entirely 
in accord with what I had in mind 
when I made my Mayflower speech. 

“He says: ‘An “understanding” which 
American sentiment would dictate 
would be one of honest, fair and friend- 
ly relations between two independent 
nations whose interest might at times 
conflict but whose integrity could not 
be impaired nor sense of justice over- 
borne by greed or gain. There is no 
paternal nor maternal sentiment that 
can be accepted nor is self-abnegation 
either granted or demanded.’ 

“This is splendid—it is just what I 
meant, it is a definition of the sort of 
understanding which every English- 
man can work for without any mental 
reservations. I thank Mr. Miller for 
that definition, which I shall use on 
future occasions to prevent any future 
effort to discover black hats in my 
speeches. 

“And so, Mr. Editor, Mr. Miller and 
I being absolutely at one, I can shake 
hands with him and take up no more 
of your valuable space with disquisi- 
tions on American plumbing, or Magna 
Charta and the Boston Tea Party which 
I might otherwise have been tempted 
to do. “Yours truly,

The 
“king” offered to take the court to the 
very spot at Fifteenth and H streets 
northeast where the “princess” was 
born. The court declined. Others tes- 
tified the “princess” would not be 16 
years of age until this Christmas. 

In dismissing the charge, Judge 
O’Toole declared the court was con- 
vinced, despite the assertion of “Prin- 
cess” Julia that.she was 18, that the girl 
was under age and under the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, but declared the 
charge of incorrigibility had not been 
proven.

MURDER AND 3 BOMBS 
CREDITED TO GANGS 


Chicago Police Believe Victim, 
Who Was Not Robbed, 


“Taken for Ride.” - 


Chicago, Nov. 29 (A.P.).—The Chicago 
police charged the war between rival 
gangsters with responsibility today for 


one slaying and three bombings. 

The body of Carmen Ferro, Chicago, 
was found on a lonely road near Ben- 
sonville, Ill., west of Chicago, a bullet 
through his head. He carried consider- 
able money which was untouched, al- 
though marks of identification had 
been ripped from his clothing. Police 
decided that Ferro had been “taken for 
a ride.” shot through the head and 
his body dumped from «ez speeding 
gangster’s automobile, although his 
connection with the gang fight had not 
been made clear. 

Three bombings all were attributed 
to the quarrel over which gang shall 
rule gambling, vice and bootlegging.

Remus said he refused to 
buy alcohol from two Italians two weeks 
ago and attributed the bombing to this.

HITS BACK AT CRITICS 
AFTER WEEK’S SILENCE 


Members of Congress Are to 
Receive Tabulation of 
Vote Monday. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States struck back last night at 
critics of its tax reduction program. 
It avoided, however, any direct refer- 
ence to President Coolidge, whose dis- 
pleasure at the organization’s efforts to 
bring about revenue law changes fa- 
vored by a majority of its membership, 
was disclosed last week at the White 
House, 

Breaking a silence which officers of 
the chamber have maintained since the 
views of Mr. Coolidge became known, 
Lewis E. Pierson, its president, in a 


formal statement said: 

“When national revenue measures 
are being considered the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States main- 
tains that business organizations, after 
careful study by competent experts and 
after full discussion and after wide- 
spread referendum vote, have not only 
the right but the responsibility to ex- 
press their mature judgment on what 
appears to them to be a safe tax re- 
duction. 

“Our Government is a representative 
democracy. 


Want Nonpartisan Bill. 


“The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States asks both political par- 
ties to join in a nonpartisan bill for 
the immediate and adequate reduction 
of taxes. This will give the country 
much needed relief from war-time 
taxes so that industry may be strength- 
ened to meet increasing competition in 
world markets, to continue employ- 
ment of wage earners and to enlarge 
the country’s earnings and buying 


wer. 

“This is the position of American 
business clearly shown in the over- 
whelming vote which was recorded last 
week. This vote was secured through 
a referendum among the 1,500 trade as- 
sociations and chambers of commerce 
throughout the country with an under- 
lying membership of 850,000 individuals, 
firms and corporations making up the 
federation of business represented in 
the membership of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. 

“Each member of Congress Monday 
wil] receive the usual complete tabula- 
tion of the vote of the referendum 
showing just how each chamber of 
commerce and trade association voted 
on each question. 


Orffiines Chamber's Principles. 


“The national chamber is committed 
to the following principles of taxation: 

“A. National expenditure properly 
planned and controlled by the national 
budget, 

“B. Statutory requirements for a na- 
tional reduction of national debts. 

“The chamber is opposed to all meas- 
ures of taxation in excess of these re- 
quirements. 


“Certainly organized business as rep- 
resented by the national chamber has 
an open record of loyal support for 
public economy and has shown every 
evidence of its willingness ot submit to 
all necessary taxation under both usual 
and unusual conditions.” 

“It does not believe that unusual 
surpluses now should be amassed to be 
used for debt retirement. From sink- 
ing fund requirements of Congress 
alone the national debt will be reduced 
in the next fourteen years to an amount 
equal to reduction in the last eight 
years. To this figure must be added 
end-of-the-year surpluses, foreign debt 
payments and other items which will 
go to further reduce the national debt. 

“All of the tax reductions and re- 
peals advocated by the chamber would 
cut our national revenue not to exceed 
$400,000,000. The last official estimate 
of the Treasury points to a surplus of 
$455,000,000 on June 30, 1928, after 
making provision for statutory require- 
ments for national debt reduction. 
Therefore, a tax cut of $400,000,000 on 
the taxes ong in the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1928, would use only $200,000,- 
000, leaving a surplus of at least $255,- 
000,000. 


Sees Increase in Business. 


“It is evident that a continuance of 
the normal increase of business and the 
growth of earning power of the country 


will increase return in taxation more 
than sufficient to care for the full 
needs of the Government in 1929 and 
thereafter. 

“The economy progr>m of the ad- 
ministration, which the national cham- 
ber strongly supports, adds another 
re son to the belief that the chamber’s 
tax position is sound and practicable. 

“The national chamber always has 
loyally supported the budget. More 
than once Vice President Dawes when 
director of the Budget, and Gen. Lord, 


the present director, have paid. high 


compliment to the national chamber 
for its stand in promoting economy and 
efficiency in the Government. 

“The national chamber is convinced 
that the tax program adopted last week 
by the members of this federation of 
American business is both sound and 
practicable and in harmony with the 
constant progress toward economy and 
efficiency in government which it has 
consistently espoused since its incep- 
tion.”

ON WOMEN, DAWES SkYS 


Vice President Describes Their 
Part in Meeting Ex- 
inencies of State. 


“MISTAKES FORGIVABLE” 


Chicago, Nov. 29 (A.P.).—A great deal 
of the success of the Republican party 
in meeting the exigencies of the state 
and of the economic situation rests 
with the women of the party, said 
Vice President Charles G. Dawes in a 
brief farewell address today just before 
leaving for Washington. He spoke be- 


fore the Republican women gathered 
at a luncheon given by the Women’s: 
Roosevelt Republican Club. 

“No one is better fitted to govern 
than you women,” the Vice President 
declared. “Women may make a lot of 
mistakes, but never unless she thinks 
she is right.” 

He indorsed Mrs. Ruth Hanna Mc- 
Cormick as a candidate for representa- 
tive-at-large from Illinois. 

Mrs. Florence P. Kahn, representative 
from California, was the principal 
speaker at the luncheon, which was a 
feature of the fifth annual convention 
of Illinois Republican Women’s Clubs. 
She appealed for “less emotion” and a 
“more hard-boiled” attitude on the 
part of women in public office. 

“The mass of propaganda that comes 
before me every day,” said Representa- 
tive Kahn, “is one of my greatest prob- 
lems. It is the loud voice of an or- 
ganized minority trying to put one over 
on the disc-ganized majority. One of 
the most difficult tasks of the office- 
holder is to discriminate between the 
real expression of opinion and propa- 
ganda.” 

“More, rather than less,” she added, 
“is always required of the woman in 
public office.” 

The successful woman in public of- 
fice must eliminate the ‘personal 
equation” and forget her sex, Repre- 
sentative Kahn asserted. 

Several hundred women from sur- 
rounding States attended the all-day 
conferences, listening to addresses by a 
half dozen national committeewomen. 
They unanimously indorsed Chicago for 
the next Republican national conven- 
tion.

It seems entirely likely that the Democrats | 


have viewed the gloomy possibilities entirely 
too seriously. There are at present 48 senators 
in the new Congress classed as Republicans, 
47 of Democratic persuasion, and Dr. Henrik 
Shipstead, who is the Farmer-Labor party. 
Basing their conclusion upon the premise that 
Frank L. Smith and William S. Vare will be 
refused the oath, there are Democrats who 
picture a situation in which their 47 votes 
and that of Senator Shipstead would consti- 
tute a majority over the 46 seats remaining 
to the Republicans. It is this prospect, para- 
doxically enough, which disturbs the Demo- 
crats. The suggestion that the minority might 
receive the additional aid of one or more of 
the Progressives only serves to increase the 
state of semihysteria with which they view 
ihe future. 

There are several contingencies, however, 
which the Democrats in their confusion fail 
to take into consideration. One is that Sena- 
tor Shipstead comes up for reelection soon 
in Minnesota and that the Farmer-Labor party 
has all but disintegrated. It has been strongly 


intimated that under such circumstances the | 


return of the Minnesota senator to at least 
the fringes of the Republican party is more 
than probable. Another factor is the position 
of Senator Blease, South Carolina, who 
warned his colleagues that the price they must 
pay for violating the principle of States’ rights, 
as he considered they had done in the Smith 
case, would be to lose his vote in organization 
of the next Senate. The most convincing point 
that the Democrats appear to have overlooked 
is that not even the Progressives are ‘ikely 
to sacrifice the power of committee chairman- 
ships to satisfy a fancied grievance against 
the administration. , 

The Democrats evidently have dealt so much 
with the mathematics of the situation that they 
have lost sight of the human elements in- 
volved. They fear the task of organization 
so greatly that they even suspect their enemies 
of plotting to present them with the unwel- 
come gift. A Democratic Senate could be 
used, of course, by Republican politicians to 
excuse any lack of accomplishment of which 
the coming Congress may be guilty, but the 
administration majority is not likely to seek 
such an alibi. The ghost which the Senate 
Democrats see is one of their own making.

FAMILIES OF COLLEGE MEN. 

Dr. Ellsworth Huntington, research asso- 
ciate at Yale University, recently completed a 
study of the relationship existing between uni- 
versity graduates and undergraduates and the 
size of their families, which effectively dis- 
pels two popular illusions. Students coming 
from a large family, he finds, excell in the 
Wassro6om and in outside activities. Further- 
more, successful college graduates have larger 
families than those whose progress in later 
life has not been as outstanding. 

A study of the classroom work of 1,700 men 
graduated from Yale in the classes of 1922 to 
1926 shows an almost perfect gradation from 
‘relatively low marks on an average among 
those who came from one-child families to a 
fairly high average for those coming from 
families of six or more. In athletics and extra- 
curricular activities a similar gradation was 
shown. Dividing 700 Yale graduates into ten 
groups, according to their success in life, it 
was discovered that marriages by the most 
successful were in much larger proportion than 
among the least successful, the percentages 
ranging from about 95 per cent for the most 
successful to 67 per cent for the least success- 
ful. The most successful tended to be married 
younger than the least successful. Among the 
most successful no less than 80 per cent have 
children, whereas among the least successful 
the figure falls to about 40 per cent. The most 


succéssful have about three times as many chil- .

The report is interesting even though not 
absolutely conclusive. Yale's experience may 
not be that of every other college. Neverthe- 
less, it is probable that the trend would be 
duplicated elsewhere. Alarmists, who view 
every phase of the American university 
askance, will find it difficult to argue against 
such evidence. 


REGULATION OF AVIATION. 


Speaking before the State-wide aviation 
conference recently held in New York, William 
P. MacCracken, Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce for Aeronautics, said that regulation of 
aviation is difficult for three specific reasons. 
“One of these is due to our particular form of 
government,” he said, “involving a division 
of power between the Federal Government and 
the States. Second, is the difficulty in provid- 
ing regulations which are adequate, and at 
the same time not so stringent as to stifle de- 
velopment of this new art. The third is in- 
herent in aviation, and is due to its mobility 
aud its flexibility.” 

Unless action is taken by State authorities, 
or the air commerce act. is amended to require 
the examination and licensing of all aircraft 
and airmen, he said further, there will be a 
certain percentage of planes operating in the 
country which have not been inspected, and 
they will be flown by pilots who have not 
passed any examination as to ability, physical 
fitness or mental capacity to fly. Conse- 
quently accidents and deaths will be all too 
frequent. As a result of this speech, and an- 
other along similar lines delivered by Assist- 
ant Secretary of War Davison, the conference 
adopted a definite program to regulate and 
safeguard aviation in New York State, 

Other States may be expected to follow suit. 
Several have done so already. Regulation of 
every airplane and every pilot is generally ad- 
mitted to be absolutely necessary if American 
aviation is to develop properly and safely. 
The Department of Commerce, under the 
present air laws, can not go into States and 
force the inspection or license of planes or 
pilots engaged only in intrastate flying. Ob- 
viously the States must assume that responsi- 
bility themselves. Establishment of State 
policies on aeronautics, enactment of State 
regulatory measures and creation of State in- 
spection and control bodies should be hastened 
throughout the Union. 


DRIFT TO THE CITY, 


The National Education Association was ad- 
vised last week that a ‘“‘committee of experts’”’ 
had discovered the cause. of the constantly 
growing movement from the country to the 
city. The general impression among people 
who are not experts has always been that the 
worker in the city gives shorter hours to his 
labors and gets better pay for his time than 
the man on the farm, and that this causes the 
movement cityward. 

But these experts, who probably know 
nothing of the subject except that which has 
been told to them by other experts, have satis- 
fied themselves that it is the monotony of 
rural life that accounts for the constant drift 
toward the towns. 

Had this survey been instituted 40, or even 
20 years ago, a better basis for the conclusion 
might have been discovered. Life, even as 
late as the last decade of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, was indeed drab and monotonous. in 
most rural communities. But the introduc- 
tion of the telephone into nearly every home 
and the certainty that a radio can be found 
within a mile or two of every farm, together 
with the thousands of miles of improved 
highways with the inevitable flivver, to say 
nothing of the extension of the rural mail 
service into every corner of the land, have 
driven monotony from the farms and have 
worked a complete change in the mode of 
life among the older people as well as in the 
growing generation, 

If some of these experts would spend a win- 
ter among the people whose welfare they aim 
to improve they would find conditions en- 
tirely different from those which they see 
through their telescopes. These experts 
might learn that the drift toward the city is 
among the better educated and more enter- 
prising classes and not among those who still 
lead lives of monotonous lonesomeness. The 
boy whose home is supplied with daily papers, 
magazines and books reads constantly of the 
success of others, which success is achieved 
not on the farms but in the cities, where the 
opportunities are greater and the reward of in- 
dustry more certain. So he goes to town; 
and this in spite of the prospect that the first 
period of life in the city is likely to be far more 
monotonous than life ever was in his country 
home. 


WADSWORTH FOR REPEAL. 


New York drys have failed in their deter- 
mined effort to remove James W. Wadsworth 
from public life and ‘affairs. The prohibition- 
ists thought when they defeated. him for re- 
election to the Senate that they had disposed 
of-the New York leader. The entire campaign 


fin the Empire State was predicated upon that 


hope. An independent candidacy was injected 
to make certain that Wadsworth should be 
beaten. When Senator Robert Wagner was 
elected the drys hailed his victory as evidence 
of the disciplinary strength which the Anti- 
saloon League and its associated organizations 
could exercise. 

Wadsworth, however, refuses to remain 
quiescent. He has’ announced his candidacy 
as delegate-at-large from New York to the next 
Republican national convention. The intima- 
tion is that he will be supported by the organi- 
zation. He has not changed his viewpoint on 
the question of prohibition. He is still opposed 
to the eighteenth amendment and has an- 
nounced that he intends to carry the issue into 
the convention. There is slight likelihood that 
the Republicans will accept the issue that 
Wadsworth brings. The entire problem will 
be considered and disposed of in committee, 
and anything beyond a declaration for law en- 
forcement will be surprising to the country. 

The certainty that the issue will be straddled 
does not deter Wadsworth from making the 
fight. He has already proved that defeat wil) 
not cause him to change his convictions. He 
is, moreover, raising a fundamental issue by 
calling for the repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. Any other way of changing prohibition 
is only temporizing. Even as contrary a mind 
on the subject as Senator Borah is convinced

If this is the prelude to the opening of the 
“Hot Stove League,’’ which in turn is the of- 
ficial forerunner of the regular baseball season, 
the diamond certainly intends to have much 
to offer to its devoted followers next year. The 
march of the athletes South, the discovery of 
new and brilliant stars, the predictions ag to 
the pennant winners and all of the concomi- 
tant enthusiasm can not be far behind. Before 
the public has time for more than a few short 
naps, the call for the opening games will renew 
the annual frenzy which nothing but the strug- 
gle for baseball leadership and honors seems 
to satisfy. 


INCREASE OF FEDERAL PRISONERS. 

There was a day when the housing of Fed- 
eral prisoners was a fairly profitable adjunct 
of State penal institutions. The Federal Gov- 
ernment had an arrangement throughout the 
country whereby short-term prisoners and 
those awaiting trial could be confined in 
State jails. The United States paid for the 
board of its ‘‘guests’’ and the cost of living 
allowed a slight margin of profit to the State. 
Government funds were required only for the 
construction and upkeep of the large peniten- 
tiaries where long-time offenders were sent. 

Several factors have changed conditions. 
The increase in crime has crowded all penal 
institutions. The number of Federal prisoners 
has grown because of prohibition enforcement, 
and the per diem allowance of the Govern- 
ment sometimes fails to cover the cost of keep- 
ing such offenders. Several States and coun- 
ties have objected to even the temporary 1e- 
tention of Federal prisoners. The Govern- 
ment has been forced in a good many instances 
to increase the amount paid for such services. 

The situation in New York City is particu- 
larly serious. Federal authorities already have 
been notified that after April 1 the Tombs, 
due to congested conditions, will take no more 
United States. prisoners, either those awaiting 
trial or those convicted. The authorities in 
charge of the Westchester penitentiary at 
East View have informed the Government 
that prisoners for less thaa six months will 
not be accepted. The local problem in New 
York has been referred to the Department of 
Justice. 

The Government can not force its prisoners 
into State institutions. The answer may be 
that the United States will have to provide 
penal colonies of its own throughout the 
country to take care of the situation created 
by laws more honored in the breach than in 
the observance. 


SPEECH TRAINING, 

The necessity of speech training is making 
itself more and more felt in various countries 
with the lapse of time. The war, by bringing 
together half educated and wholly uneducated 
young men from different parts of the same 
country, or even from different hemispheres, 
opened the eyes of observers to much faulti- 
ness of communication arising from defective 
utterance and barbarous and uncouth forms 
of speech, and gave a stimulus toward recog- 
nizing the importance of placing the spoken 
word on a basis of clearly’ascertained physio- 
logical fact. Since then there has been a great 
gain made in the readiness of speech and voice 
trainers to submit their practice to the criti- 
cism of competent authorities in regard to the 
scientific truth of their teaching. It has 
seemed increasingly desirable that the study 
of physiologica] methods for the treatment and 
cure of the more seriOus speech defects should 
be carried on under the direction of an ex- 
perienced. physician. 

To secure a combination of scientific and 
artistic methods in the trained utterances of 
lyric, narrative or dramatic speech is to solve 
one of the, main problems of literary educa- 
tion, because success here means the attain- 
ment of more direct and perfect communica- 
tion between great writers and their audience. 
That much still remains to be accomplished in 
this important matter a little intercourse with 
some of the average undergraduate students 
at any of our higher institutes of learning will 
plainly and sufficiently demonstrate. 

A speaker at a recent conference in London 
expressed the belief that the British are one 
of the worst races in the world for voice pro- 
duction, because they speak badly and breathe 
badly. He attributed these failings to national 
laziness and to the fact that northern races are 
extremely liable to catarrhal infections. He 
considered that at least 60 per cent of his fel- 
low citizens require their tonsils and adenoids 
operated on in childhood. The same reason- 
ing doubtless applies largely in the United 
States: at least the same necessity for attend- 
ing to the speech habit exists here as exists 
across the Atlantic. The educator who will 
take up this subject seriously and in the proper 
spirit will render a really great public service.

Constitutional Fundamentalists, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Sen- 
ator Borah is a constitutional funda- 
mentalist. He believes in obeying the 
Constitution in all its parts and pro- 
visions. On the other hand, constitu- 
tional modernists such as President 
Butler and Senator Glass, like their 
theological counterparts, avow allegi- 
ance only if they are allowed to select 
certain parts and to give them their 
own interpretation. 

Reverence for the Constitution in 
spots is no reverence at all. If Missis- 
sippi is allowed to choose to violate the 
fourteenth amendment and New York 
the eighteenth, why should not the 
other 46 States be accorded the same 
privilege to disregard selected parts that 
may not suit their prejudices or provin- 
cial interests? We should no longer 
have a government of laws, but a gov- 
ernment of men. No government can 
long endure without basic principles 
to which all loyal citizens render hom- 
age and obedience. 

The American people are falling into 
the habit of complaisantly disregarding 
the Constitution to suit their own con- 
venience. The query, “What is the Con- 
stitution between friends?” has grown 
into a deeper meaning than a mere Hi- 
bernian witticism. 

The third section of Article I requires 
a decennial census to determine appor- 
tionment of representatives among the 
several States. This also involves the 
election of President'and Vice Fresident 
of the United States. And yet we have 
held two presidential ahd four congres- 
sional elections, and will probably hold 
a third, under the census of 1910. The 
two parties, it seems, have agreed in a 
friendly way that it is less vexatious to 
waive the constitutional provision than 
to find a mathematical basis that will 
not disturb the balance of the political 
advantage. 

Several of the States restrict the suf- 
frage to property and literary tests. The 
Constitution requires that representa- 
tion shall be cut down proportionally. 
This is not a race question, for presum- 
ably the restrictions are not on account 
of race or color. But the requirement 
of the Constitution is mandatory. Con- 
gress has power to enforce this amend- 
ment, but it does not choose to exer- 
cise that power.

ARTIST’S FORM PERFECT 


Josef Hofmann, poet of the piano 
and incomparable artist with that in- 
strument, delighted an audience of mu- 
sic lovers at Poli’s Theater yesterday 
afternoon at his first appearance in 


concert here this season under the 1o- 
cal management of Mrs. Wilson-Greene. 

Mr. Hofmann was in fine form and his 
playing elicited a series of ovations fo! 
him during the afternoon. As usual. 
his tone was magnificent in its firm- 
ness and quality and his instrument 
responded to his moods and the de- 
mands of the compositions so that each 
was even more enjoyable than the one 
which had preceded it. 

The famous left-hand work of Mr. 
Hofmann was in evidence sevéra] times 
curing the concert. This was particu- 
larly noticeable in the sonata by Bee- 
thoven, the most pretentious work o! 
the afternoon and played with an upn- 
derstanding, breadth of interpretation 
and delicacy of phrasing that should 
make it memorable in the musical ex- 
perience of all fortunate enough to 
have heard it. 

Another special feature of the con- 
cert were the trills which adorned Mr. 
Hofmann’s playing. These trills were 
& marvel of pianistic art, smooth, rip- 
pling and as easily produced as divine 
notes from a nightingale’s throat. 

Seldom has Bach been performed in 
as masterly a manner as that in which 
Mr. Hofmann played his “Chromatic 
Phantasy and Fugue” yesterday after- 
noon. This number displayed the tech- 
nical skill and the expert finger work 
of the artist and the fugue passages 
were given with a clarity and ease 
which added much to their beauty. 

The poetic in Mr. Hofmann’s nature 
was show in his rendition of Beethov- 
en’s “Sonata in A Major,” in three con- 
trasting movements with the final 
“Adagio” winning the audience’s heart 
to such a degree that it recalled the 
artist again and again. 

Another outstanding group was made 
up of 24 preludes by Chopin. That 
Chopin is a favorite composer of Mr. 
Hofmann’s was apparent in the vivid 
interpretation he gave to the preludes.

The Commission- 
ers welcome recommendations and ad- 
vice from your organization and, in 
connection with other organizations in 
Washington, invite your harmonious co- 
operation so that progress may be made 
in the proper development of the Dis- 
trict.”

cherge a reasonable fee for use of the 
pools and use the proceeds to cover the 
expense of operatioh. 

The park bill authorizes the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
to acquire, by gift or purchase, all 
lands needed for th* proposed park. An 


oe of $4,000,000 is provided 


this purpose. 

The park is needed, the bill points 
out, in order to preserve the grandeur, 
the scenic beauty and the things of 
Diological, scientific and historic inter- 
est in that area, including the Great 
Palls, the ledges and valleys of Difficult 
Run, Scott’s Run and Cabin John 
Creek; the bird and plant sanctuaries 
in the region, the remains of the river 
locks and the iron furnace erected by 
George Washington; the forested bluffs 
and the island and rapids of the Po- 
tomac, and the canai along the Mary- 
Jand shore.

PORTABLES T0 BE OPENED 
FOR EV. BROWN SCHOOL 


Three Buildings Accommodat- 
ing 120 Pupils Intended to 
Relieve Congestion. 


SITUATED ON GRANT ROAD 


Overcrowded conditions in the E. V. 
Brown and Janney-Tenley Graded 
Schools will be relieved tomorrow morn- 


ing with the opening of a group of 
three portable school buildings on the 
Grant road site one block west of Con- 
necticut avenue and Davenport street 
northwest, school officials asserted yes- 
terday. 

Congestion of students in the Brown 
and Janney-Tenley schools necessitated 
the operation of part-time classes. This 
condition has been particularly bother- 
some to school officials with respect 
to the E. V. Brown School. 

The new portables will accommodate 
approximately 120 students. One first 
grade class, one second grade class and 
a combined third and fourth grade class 
will be taught in the portables. The 
classes will be under the supervision of 
Miss Emily Given, principal of the E. 
V Brown School, Most of the students 
will be recruited from that school. 
Many of the children to be sent to 
the group of portables have been forced 
to walk from ten to fifteen blocks to 
their classes in the E. V. Brown school, 
according to Robert M. Haycock, first 
assistant superintendent of schools. 
With winter and inclement weather 
coming on this condition has been 
remedied, as most of the 120 pupils to 
be sent to the portables live in the 
immediate neighborhood. 

Classes will be run on a full-time 
schedule in the group of portables. 
School Officials consulted with Maj. 
L. E. Atkins, assistant to the Engineer 
Commissioner, yesterday concerning 
substitution of new schools for immedi- 
ate erection in place of some in the 
five-year building program, sites for 
which he has been unable to buy be- 
cause of the restrictions imposed by 
Congress.

COOPERATION ADVISED 
FOR BUILDERS IN CITY 


Dr. Gries, of Department of 
Commerce, Speaks at Ex- 
change Luncheon. 


NEW MEMBERS LISTED 


Adoption of a broad program of co- 
operation was urged upon local builders 


by Dr. John M. Gries, chief of the Bureau |' 


of Housing and Building, of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, speaking at a 
luncheon meeting of the Builders and 
Manufacturers Exchange yesterday af- 
ternoon in the Raleigh Hotel. 

“The complexity of the building in- 
dustry and the resultant problems make 
cooperation imperative,” Dr. Gries de- 
clared. “While I do not believe that 
any organization should attempt to 
take over the work that the individual 
can best do for himself, there is much 
work that can be accomplished more 
effectively and at less cost by an asso- 
ciation. Thus it is possible for an or- 
ganization to accumulate more facts, 
more statistics and to give a much 
wider service than an individual could 
do without’ incurring prohibitive costs. 

“There is no need to give up indi- 
vidual initiative in order to cooperate. 
There are many group problems that 
only a group can solve. and that should 
be handled through a builders’ ex- 
change. Thus it is not possible for a 
single individual to solve the question 
of apprenticeship training. Again the 


‘individual would be lost in an attempt 


to secure the carrying on of construc- 
tion work more evenly during the year. 
This problem necessitates the coopera- 
tion of not only builders, but owners 
of buildings and other groups as well. 
Builders’ exchanges do and should in- 
terest themselves in revising antiquated 
building codes. They should help 
building departments in securing ad- 
equate help so that building inspection 
may be done promptly and efficiently.” 

The speaker said that in Washing- 
ton there is an especially good oppor- 
tunity to cooperate with the various 
Federal departments and national 
trade organizations in developing the 
best and most economical uses of 
building materials. 

The luncheon marked the virtua! 
culmination of the membership drive 
conducted by the builders, and reports 
from six of the eight teams showed 59 
new applications. A final meeting will 
be held tomorrow afternoon at 4 
o’clock, when captains of all teams will 
submit their reports, and it is expected 
these will greatly swell the figure of 
new members. Robert Cummings pre- 
sided and had charge of the drive. 
The team captains who made reports 
were W. E. Mooney, George E. Wyne, 
Arthur L. Smith, Joseph Gallagher and 
J. B. McCloskey.

John Joy Edson Describes 
Activities in Champion- 
ing Cause. 


Added impetus to the long fight for 
national representation for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was given yesterday 
at two meetings, the first being the as- 


surance of the cooperation of the spe- 
cial committee of the National Couns 
cil of State Legislatures to the move- 
ment, who asserted they woulu make 
a favorable report to their parent 
bodies, and the other the assurances 
of speakers made in reports at a meet- 
ing of the executive committee of the 
Joint Committee on National Repre- 
sentation, meeting in the offices of 
the Board of Trade. 

The assurance of the States’ council 
body was pointed out by speakers to be 
equivalent to the indorsement of the 
National Council of State Legislatures, 
and that their acceptance will be per- 
functory. The members of the special 
committee of the national council in- 
clude: J. Ronald Horsey, of Baltimore, 
a member of the State legislature, 
chairm in; William Winthrop, of Wil- 
regiatk ., speaker of the Delaware 
legisla, wre; J. Warring Topping, of the 
Virginia legislature; Arthur A. Sher- 
man, speaker of the Rhode Island 
legislature, and Thomas Bluett, speaker 
of the Pennsylvania legislature. 

At the meeting of the executive com- 
mittee, Edward Colladay declared that 
Representative Dyer, of Missouri, would 
introduce the resolution in the House 
on the first day of Congress, while 
Theodore W. Noyes, who presided, said 
he had been given assurances that 
Senator Jones, of Washington, would 
introduce the bill in the senior body. 
The bills are then expected to be re- 
ferred to the respective committees on 
judiciary. Mr. Colliday asserted that 
the National Council of State Legis- 
lutures would go with the ~ District 
delegates before the committees urging 
support of the measure. He further 
declared that sentiment in the House 
of Representatives was never better 
gy at present for the passage of the

Mr. Edson, 
long a champion for District suffrage, 
said the cause has been growing rapid- 
ly, and indicated that the proper fiscal 
relations between the District and Fed- 
eral governments would never be prope 
erly adjusted until there was repre 
sentation in Congress. That body, hs 
continued, does not thoroughly under 
stand the situation. He described th 
present situation as abnormal an 
pledged himself to continue his effort 
for District representation. 

Jesse Suter said Senator Capper tok 
him the District could expect favorabli 
action at this sessfon, and that th: 
time was right to get the matter to @ 
vote. The action of the Council of 
‘State Legislatures was a most hopeful 
sign, he said. 

Others who spoke at the meeting 
were Ellen Spencer Mussey, Edwin C., 
Brandenburg, John R. Dickman and 
Hall E. Leash.
